Consolidations and combinations in their 
application to inter-State railroads are so 
easily converted into monopolies that tlie 
companies ought not to wonder if the. pub- 
lic regard the terms ss synonymous, The 
opinion is strengthened by all ‘that is 
seen. and heard. in’. eonnestion - with 
thege operations. Public interests are no- 
where taken into consideration. _ Whether 
the’ population ‘resident near ‘the lines, 
and to a large. extent. dependent .-on 
them, are to be benefited or injured; is a 
question’ whieh no one seems to deem 
worthy of an answer. How far the larger 
business concerns which are associated with 
traffic extending over. half the continent aro 
to be protected against the abuse of corpo- 
rate power, is another, question that is treat- 
ed with equal indifferenee. © The only mecog- 
nized purposes relate to the vested and 
speculative interests ‘of the parties to the 
transactions, whose beginning and end have 
not the remotest reference to the public

‘Its 
unyielding resistance to this.authority, as 
proposed in Congress, as exercised in some 
States and as contemplated in others, shows 
that very little help can be expected from 
it ‘toward the ‘solution of .a complicated 
problem. . There are, indeed, some signs of 
concession. A point. is gained’ when Mr, 
Fink, admits the existence of difficulties, and 
the desirableneas of legislation to remove 
them ;° or when Mr, BLancHarD confesses 
that the difficulty is irremediable ** except 
by simultaneous State and national legisla- 
tion.”

4 BEMARKABLE TRIAL. 

The trial of the Rev. Hersxrr H. Hay- 
DEN. on the charge of murdering Many 
Sramnagp, at Rockland, Conn., on the 
afternoon of Tuesday, Sept. 3, 1878, began 
at New-Haven on the 7th of October last; 
and after.a long, thorough, and expensive 
investigation, taxing alike the resources of 
the legal and medical professions, has re- 
sulted ia a disagreement of the jury. It 
was one of those cases’ of circumstantial 
evidence ‘which : involve ''so much. uncer- 
tainty and so many conflicting possibilities 


that it is almost impossible to bring twelve 


sonwees agreement upon the faets,.and 
(quite-so to induce all of thém, in the pres- 
ent state of foeling regarding the penalty 
for murder, to pronounce a verdict of guilty.

On both these 
points, however, the. circumstances and the 
évidence, such as it is, pdint to guilt, though 
it must bé admitted that they donot prove 
it beyond: doubt... Of course, as. Baw 
STEVENS was not on trial, the suspicions 
against him» have not been thoroughly in- 
vestigated, but nothing remotely connect- 
ing any one’ else with the crime, or furnish- 
ing any.ground for suspecting any one else, 
has been brought to light. The substance’ 
of the case is, the dead girl; with wounds 
on her head and ‘throat and arsenic in her 
stomach ; the imperfectly proved motive in 
criminal relations and @ belief: in’ the girl’s 


‘physical condition threatening exposure; 


the purchase of arsenic; the chance pre- 
sented for the crime that afternoon; and 
the absones of other explanation. 

A feature of. the trial deserving of pass- 
ing notice is the expert testimony on blood- 
stains and arsenic’; but here the evidence, 
like all the rest, was conflicting, and came 
short ot being conclusive. Traces of blood 
were found on HayYpEn’s knife, but his 
children had played with it, and he himself 
had ‘cut his hand not long before, and be- 
sides it was not distinctly proved’ that 
the blood could not have been other than 
human, No: blood was found on HarpEn’s 
clothing. The.élaborate investigation into 
the peeiiliarities of arsenic will be remem- 
bered, which was intended “to. show that 
satnples obtained from different sources can 
be distinguished by: the sizg of crystals and. 
the extent to which they have been broken 
in grinding: The purpose of this evidence 
was to show, and the’ prosecution claimed 
that it did show, that the arsenic found in 
the stomach was like that bought at Middle- 
town, while that found in the barn-was not, 
but did resemble some’ obtained at’ Hart- 
ford. An inference from this was that the 
‘poison was put, in the barn after 
the . first disclosures regarding it, for

The adapta- 
tions from Bacn were given with smoothness quite.
